The ostrich business in the United 
States is fairly presperous; especially 
in tho Salt river valley, - Arizona, 
where 1,500 of tho 2,200 ostriches in 
the country are owned. 

This is a new Mae of animal indus- 
try for Americans and there 1s much 


to be Iearned. . We have not thus far 


Produced such fancy birds as. have 
some of the more experienced breed- 
ers In South Africa, but the alze acems 
to be increasing and the health of the 
‘birds is all that could be desired, 

So far serious ostrich diseases have 
Not troubled the American ralser; 
even the socaiied barring of (the 
feathers bas not heen observed. OF 
triches need a hot, dry ¢elimate, such 
as is fonnd in the southwest.

deatrabie, although this is sometimes 
Mentioned as aultable for ostrich rals-
